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oe HEY LADIES! 
Every time you make a choice ot any King, 
you are eater voting. Some of your votes 
ave altered the course of your life. The ac- 
ceptance of a husband in marriage, for in- 
stance. Of course, there is the perennial 
question of who cast the deciding vote, you 
or he. Nevertheless, you had to vote. Back in 
the early days of civilization the young girl 
didn’t always have that right to make her own 
decision. Times have changed! You not only 
can pick your husband, but you also can have 
just as much voice in your government as he 
has. The Nineteenth Amendment giving you 
the right to vote was proclaimed in effect 
August 26, 1920. Women voted for the first 
time in a national election that year. 


A look at the 1950 census figures shows that 
men and women in the United States are 
almost evenly divided. There were 97.6 men 
to every 100 women. There are about 90 mil- 
lion eligible voters for the coming election on 
November 4th. Amazing as it may seem, two 
million young people are eligible to vote for 
the first time this year. As we are about equally 
divided, there are approximately 45 million 
women who can vote. You, the farm women 
of the United States, make up about five mil- 
lion of this number. 


Women actively support their community 
affairs. Many very worthwhile programs so 
essential to our advancement would not have 
had a chance of survival had they been left 
entirely to the men folks for halenhiy and 
support. School organizations and Red Cross 
work are typical examples. Certainly local 
governments are just as important to our com- 
munities as any other phase of our civic life. 
But they definitely are not getting the support 
that we should give them. A recent national 
average for municipal, county, state and con- 
gressional elections showed that only 20 per- 
cent went to the polls. 


When we fail to vote in any election, we 


deprive good men-and sound policies the 
support they deserve. We discourage many 
able citizens from running for office. Whey 
we don’t vote it enables many mediocre ang 
some bad men to get and hold office. We cg 
blame corruption that creeps into our gover 
ment on ourselves when we don't take 
time tg ¢xpress our opinion on election dayf 
Remember, bad officials are elected DY Joa 
citizens who DON’T vote. We encourage i 
efficiency and extravagance by failing to ro 
it out. When we don’t vote it undermines ow 
whole system of free government by destroy. 
ing it’s basic principle—that decisions shall } 
made by all the people through their voteg 


Statistics prove that we had a lower pen 
centage of voters in 1920 (the first tim 
women were allowed to vote) than at an 
other time in a national election. For examplg 
in 1880, 78.4 percent voted; in 1900, 73:5 pe 
cent voted. We dropped to 49.3 percent i 
1920. In 1940 we improved some—53.4 per 
cent of the eligibles voted. In 1948 we 
dropped back to 51 percent. Our voting re 
ord, especially since 1920, has been absolutel 
shameful. It presents a very definite challenge 
to all of us. 


In sampling the voting of the citizens o 
some other countries in recent elections, it 
should really make us stop and think. In Eng- 
land last fall 83 percent turned out to vote 
Ninety percent voted in an election in Belgi- 
um in 1950; and 89 percent went to the po 
in an Italian election in 1948. In comparison, 
only 51 percent of us who could have voted 
elected a president for all of the people i 
1948. Regardless of the outcome, it is ouf 
first duty to our country and ourselves to stat 
our preferences in all elections. 


In order for you to vote on November 4th 
you must, of course, be registered. If you 
have not already done so, do it now and také 
the ‘ole’ man along with you!

Finally, the birds go 
through a_ clean-up 
chamber. Here they're 
sprayed with cold 
water while gum rub- 
ber scrubbers give the 
skin a bloom that brings 
higher prices. The birds 
are then removed from 
the shackles, graded by 
weight, and placed in 
cooling vats. There are 
28 of these tanks on 
wheels in which the 
birds are chilled with 
flaked ice for around 4 
hours to remove body 
heat. They are then 
packed and shipped off 
to market. 

Naturally, there is a 
lot more equipment 
here than will be found 
on farms. Yet, similar 
equipment can be used 
profitably. For example, 
Louis La Flam, No. 
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Ferrisburg, Vermont, knows 
from his own experience what 
Cornell University has shown, 
You earn at least as much per 
hour by processing the meat as 
by caring for layers—and twice 
as much as by raising chicks, 
With such electrical helpers as a 
semi-scalder, feather picker, and 
cooler, he earns a nice living- 
including Florida vacations—off 
a flock of only 1200 layers. 
Along with cockerels from his 
straight run chicks, they end up 
as meat. 

Mechanization does more than 


reduce labor. It also helps pro-. 


duce those “eye appeal” birds 
modern eonsumers demand and 
for which they are glad to pay 
extra. An example is Ben 
Quast’s small farm at Hancock, 
N. H. Ben has only a few hun- 
dred laying hens. (And that’s 
only because customers egged 
him into selling eggs too.) His 
real crop is capons, and _ his 
whole operation is a good ex- 
ample of a modern farm-dress- 
ing plant.

He has built, with the help of 
dairy equipment people, a milk- 
ing, cooling, holding, milker 
unit, such as a farmer might 
dream about for the future. 
‘Time and labor’, says Mr. 
Roop, “is cut in half. Milk is 
cold (down to 45°F) 10 sec- 
onds after it comes from the 
cow.” 

Mr. Roop built a rectangular 
stainless steel cabinet with 
vacuum sealed doors fitted with 
glass windows. Inside the cabi- 
net a simple surface cooler was 
installed. Insulated cold water 
lines from the 10-can milk cool- 
er tank in the milk house supply 
it with refrigerated water.

ut of the freezer and into 

the lunch box is one way 

to save yourself some time every 
morning the lunch box gets 
filled. Older children as well as 
homemakers find it convenient 
as well as interesting to make 
up a batch of sandwiches at one 
time, package separately, and 
put in the refrigerator overnight 
or freezer for one to four weeks. 

Sandwiches can easily be 
made up in advance. If you 
store them in your electric re- 
frigerator they should not be 
made up more than 24 hours in 
advance of the time they will be 
used. The sandwiches can be 
frozen by placing them in the 
freezing compartment of your 
refrigerator or in a_ freezer. 
Those that are frozen and kept 
in the freezing compartment of 
the refrigerator should not be 
held over for more than a week 
at a time. Those that are stored 
in the freezer can be made up 
and kept for several months. 

It pays to carefully choose

mon, cheese or peanut butter 
keep good quality and flavor for 
three to four weeks in the freez- 
er. However, ham often becomes 
strong in three weeks. 


All varieties of bread _ will 
freeze or refrigerate satisfac- 
torily. Frozen sandwiches will 


thaw in one to three hours’ time. 
If carried in a lunch box, they 
will keep other foods fresh, 
crisp, and cool for several hours. 
Leave in freezer wrapper until 
ready to eat. 

The best fillings for frozen 
sandwiches are peanut butter; 
cheddar, American, or cream 
cheese; sliced or ground meat; 
fish; and chicken. Egg salad and 
sliced eggs should not be used 
for frozen sandwiches. Freezing 
toughens the egg white in both 
cases. Egg salad or sliced egg 
sandwiches that are stored in 
the refrigerator overnight retain 
their original form and the egg 
white is tender. 

Sandwiches with moist fillings 
sealed in cellophane become 
soggy and wet from the mois- 





ture. The only varieties satis. 
factory in sealed cellophane are 
cream cheese on bread, butter 
on bread, or peanut butter on 
bread because these fillings are 
not too moist. Sandwiches 
wrapped in waxed paper or 
cellophane in the usual way are

the most satisfactory. The parch- 
ment paper sandwich bags do 
not keep the sandwiches in as 
good a condition as those that 
are in waxed paper or cello- 
hane because the edges do not 
hold together when foided over. 

Each sandwich should be 
labeled and wrapped separately. 
If several sandwiches are 
wrapped together in one pack- 
age, the individual flavors will 
mingle and be hard to identify. 

Don’t use mayonnaise or salad 
dressing in sandwiches that are 
to be made up in advance. The 
mayonnaise soaks into the bread 
and also changes the appear- 
ance of the meat or cheese that 
lies next to it. Mayonnaise used 
in frozen sandwiches will sepa- 
rate as well as.soak the bread; 
therefore, it is well to carry the 
mayonnaise separately and add 
it to the sandwich when the 
luncher is ready to eat it. 

Jelly and preserves or honey 
also soak into bread unless a 
protective coat of butter, cream 
cheese, or peanut butter is

Frozen sandwiches 
containing lettuce and tomatoes 
are completely inedible upon 
thawing. The lettuce might be 
green on the frozen sandwiches 
when they are removed from

and slimy upon thawing. Sliced 
tomatoes become mushy after 
the sandwiches are thawed. 
Just have the luncher carry 
the lettuce leaf separately and 
he can insert it in his sandwich 
when he is ready to eat. A 
whole tomato can be carried 
separately and eaten in that 
form instead of slicing it for in- 
sertion in a sandwich. Lettuce 
placed in direct contact with 
meat or cheese in” a sandwich 








filling causes them to become 
slightly discolored and slimy at 
the point of contact. 

Chicken salad sandwiches are 
satisfactory when frozen or re- 
frigerated, but freezing tends to 
make the filling turn a shade 
darker in color than when re- 
frigerated. 

It is important when pre- 
paring sandwiches to never al- 
low the filler, with or without 
bread, to remain at a tempera- 
ture above 50° for longer than 
four hours. Above 50° is a 
danger temperature which pro- 
vides rapid growth for injurious 
bacteria (staphylococci) in fill- 
ers or moistened bread. An acid 
ingredient like green olives, 


lemon juice, or pickles added to 
sandwich filling combinations 
such as ham, chicken, or cgg 
salads retards bacterial growth. 
Keep to the simple kinds of 
prebaked cookies and cakes for 
the school lunch. Most butter, 
sponge, or angel type cakes 
freeze well. It is simplest to 
omit the fillings or frostings, 
which call for extra care in 
wrapping and must be thawed 
slowly to prevent graininess. 
Frostings made with confec- 
tioners’ sugar and a good pro- 
portion of fat freeze easily, and 
so do candy types like fudge if 
you use honey in the recipe to 
prevent drying and crumbling. 
Raisin, nut, apricot, panocha, 
and fudge fillings freeze well. 
Don't try to freeze seven-min- 
ute type frostings. It’s easiest to 
freeze frosted cakes before 
wrapping. Store where they 
won't be handled or place them 
in the boxes for protection. 
Wrap cookies, and cup cakes 
as carefully as meats and vege- 
tables in moisture-vaporproof 
material. You'll want to make 
the packages right-sized for the 
lunch box and identify contents 
so children can easily spot their 
favorites. If you use heavy 
aluminum foil, caution the 
youngsters against cutting their 
fingers when they open the 
packages.

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Mold Causes Spoiled 
Bread 


f bread is wasted this time of 

the year, it’s usually due to 
mold. 

The best place to keep bread 
is in your refrigerator. Keeping 
it cool will hold off the growth 
of molds and retard staleness. 
Wrap the bread in moisture- 
proof paper or put in a covered 
container. 

Next best to refrigerator stor- 
age is a clean, well-ventilated 
box kept in a cool place. Keep 
the lid propped open a little in 
hot weather if the box lacks 
ventilation. If the container is 
tin, wash it frequently in hot 


 soapsuds, rinse with boiling wa- 


ter and dry in the sun or oven. 


S Mold spores will lodge in the

seams of the container with in- 
frequent washing. 

If, after taking these precau- 
tions, you should have any 
moldy or spoiled bread, dispose 
of it at once. Clean the con- 
tainer thoroughly so the spoil- 
age organisms can’t get a fresh 
start. If the mold is on the out- 
side or end of the loaf, cut it off 
“ use the rest of the loaf. 

Cool your fresh home-made 
bread on a rack in the air be- 
fore storing. Protect it from dust 
and insects, but not by covering 
with cloth. Wrapping hot bread 
in cloth only makes favorable 
conditions for mold spores to 
get a start and affects the crisp 
crust. 

If the bread you’ve baked be- 
comes sticky in the middle after 
the third day in the bread box, 
its likely you have a “rope” 
problem.

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teria that get into the bread 
through homemade yeast, flour, 
the mixing bowl or flour bin. 
However, it’s no discredit to 
you. It’s a common occurrence 
during hot weather when bac- 
terial spores grow best. 

Once your bread has the rope 
symptoms, it’s time to begin 
action. Rope spores will not 
grow if the bread is sufficiently 
acid. So in further bakings use 
1 to 2 tablespoons of vinegar in 
the liquid for each pound or 
quart of flour used. Or the whey 
of sour milk may be used to 
acidify the bread. Scald_ the 
milk to destroy other undesir- 








able organisms that might be 
present. 

Cream of tartar will also pro- 
vide acidity but it’s more ex- 
pensive to use than vinegar. 
One-half teaspoon per quart of 
flour is recommended. 

Besides taking these precau- 
tions, wash all utensils that are 
used during the bread baking 
process with a vinegar solution 
—the flour sifter, the flour bin 
and the bread board. Keeping 
the bread bex clean and aired 
is also a preventive measure. 
Then store bread in a cool place 
to prevent the growth of bac- 
terial spores.

If you have an old lawn- 
mower and an electric motor you 
may want to make the same kind 
of litter stirrer Mr. Thompson 
now uses.

Then strong metal fin- 
gers were welded to the reel 
blades. An angle-iron support 
for the motor 
was welded in 
place and a pul- 
ley was at- 
tached to the 
reel shaft. Both 
the ratchet pin- 
ions and _ pawl 
were removed 
so that the 
wheels of the 
stirrer would 
not be driven. 


Clayton Thompson now 
makes light work of stir- 
ring the litter. The in- 
sert shows a closeup of 
the “workings” of the 
machine.

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Next, the motor pulley and 
vee belt were put in place. A 
cord and switch were provided 
and Mr. Thompson was ready 
for a trial run. 

The litter stirrer ran smoothly, 
but the turned litter remained in 
fairly large cakes.

When the tank is full, the unit 
is rolled to the milk room and 
the milk run into 10-gallon cans. 
Part of the milk room is on milk- 
ing parlor level. The cold milk 
flows by gravity into the cans at 
a lower level. Filled cans are 
placed in the cooler tank for 
storage. When milking is com“ 
pleted the entire milking unit is 
rolled to the sink and cleaned. 
The catches on the gates of 
the milking parlor stalls are 
fitted with electric releases. The 
preparation stall has two push 
buttons, but the other three 
stalls have three. There is one 
for each gate and one for the 
front gate of the preparation 
stall. The .gates are slightly off 
balance to swing open, but they 
are started open by a spring as 
the electric catch is released by 
the push button. The gates are 
closed by a hand pull. Grain is 
fed by hand from one point 
convenient to the three stalls. 
« The whole operation is quite 
simple, with no heavy work. 
Mr. Roop’s oldest daughter, 
Shirley, is first in line of the 
three daughters to do the milk- 
ing if Mr. Roop should be away. 
Every phase of milk handling 
is brought together in one com- 
pact unit. Milk never comes in 
contact with milking parlor air 
during the operation. Bacteria 
counts taken at random and 
over an extended period of time 
have averaged about 4000 per 
c.c. Reasonably fast milking is 
practiced. There is_ sufficient 
time for proper before milking 
preparation and a small amount 
of time elapsing between prepa- 
ration and the time the cow 
comes forward to the milking 
stall. With one person doing all 
the work, twenty five cows per 
hour can be handled with ease.

Whatever pinfeathers remain 
are plucked off by hand. With 
his New Hampshires, Quast sees 
no need for a wax tank such as 
some large commercial plants 
use. 

However, poultry picking wax 
can help with troublesome chick- 
ens—or ducks which have stub- 
born pinfeathers. Frank Ford of 
Sandgate, Vermont uses ordinary 
paraffin wax. He spreads the 
melted wax all over the bird in 
a ¥% inch layer with a dime-store 
paint brush. When the wax has 
cooled to the point of pully taffy, 
he peels it. off. The birds emerge 
clean of all pinfeathers and hair. 
Right after defeathering, 
Quast’s birds are washed in a 
vat of running cold water. Then 
they are dropped into a cooling 
tank and kept there for 12 hours 
at 40 degrees. The cold water 
produces quality meat by 
moving body heat and “plump- 
ing” the carcass. Some farmers 
who have converted from dairy- 
ing to poultry use their milk 
cooler for this purpose. 

Quast’s birds next go to a 
dressing table on which an 
eviscerator is mounted. In one 


operation, the machine cuts off 
the head and rams out the 
viscera. The inside is then

What’s more, it enables Quast 
to held his birds if prices are 
temporarily depressed. In pack- 
aging for the freezer, he slips 
gizzard, liver, heart, neck, and 
excess fat into a small bag. This 
bag is placed inside the bird, 
which is then slipped in a larger 
bag. Stockinette is pulled over 
the .package and it’s ready for 
the freezer. 

Figures tell the success story. 
Quast not only takes middle- 
man’s profit for himself. He sells 
dressed-and-drawn capons_ at 
over 90 cents a pound to cus- 
tomers who have driven past 
chain stores to pay him from 10 
to 15 cents a pound more for his 
lucious looking meat. The pack- 
aged capons average 74 pounds, 
and he’ raises between 8,000 
and 10,000 of the electrically 
brooded birds a year. Simple 
arithmetic shows why he refuses 
to sell a live capon.
